F ry had been sick *for abo ut eight 
weeks and had been steadily gro w ing 
w eaker. 
Y esterday ino m ing, how ev er, 
he seemed to rally, and it was tho ught 
th at he was im pro v ing, w hen he sud­ 
denly succum bed to a sinking spell 
and piassed aw ay. 
Mr. F ry was one 
of the pro m inent citizens of U nio n 
to w nship and his death cam e as a sad 
shook to his m any friends w ho had 
hoped fo r his steady recov ery. 
The 
deceased was 52 years, 4 m o nths^ and 
17 days old, and was bo rn October 27th, 
1851.

Russia n Stea mers Ancho red in 


Po sitisn a t Po rt Arthur a nd 


Were Then Snnk. 


London, March 15.— A corresponcf- 
ent at New Chwang says th at after 
the remov al 'o f the battleship Retv i* 
zan, four Russian steamet%. the H ar­ 
bin, the H ailar, the N inguta and the 
Sungari, were anchored at the mouth 
of the entrance to Po rt A rthur in 
pro per position and sunk, leav ing only 
a sm all channel av ailable. Vice Ad­ 
m iral Makaroff hav ing prev iously o r­ 
dered the whole fleet to rem ain o ut­ 
side with steam , economy in coal be­ 
ing necessary. 
This dispatch, which the co rrespo n­ 
dent saya is “on Russian info rm a­ 
tio n,” is, if true, news of the first im­ 
portance, confirm ing the idea th at 
Vice Admiral Makaroff will aao pt the 
offensiv e and m ake a desperate a t­ 
tem pt to bring to gether R ussia's scat­ 
tered nav al forces or endeav o r to in­ 
flict dam age upon the Japanese nav y. 
The sto ry m ust, fipwev er, be v iewed 
cautio usly, the only appro ach to con­ 
firm ation from any otriter q uarter be­ 
ing Jn a dispatch from a co rrespo n­ 
dent jit Yin Kow, which m erely says: 
“Vice Admiral M akaroff has issued o r­ 
ders to the effect th at the sav ing of 
coal is unnecessary, but th at the big 
gun am m unition in the fo rts m ust not 
be wasted. 
Ev idently this am m uitiou 
is running sho rt." 
T here is no o ther 
news to hand on the ^subject. 
A Tokio co rrespo ndent sends an 
unconfirmed rum o r to the effect th at 
Japanese m arines hav e landed and 
occupied Dalny. 
It may be rem arked th at the B ritish 
new spapers ail regard Vice Admiral 
Togo’s repo rt th at he has laid mines 
at Po rt A rthur as a m ere bluff, and 
they say th at such a feat would be 
im possible under fire.
